Preparation  For 
Seeding  Lawns. 

In  resowing  olcl 
lawns,  the  ground 
should  be  raked 
vigorously  one  way 
and  all  holes  filled 
up  if  possible.  After 
doing  this  the 
amount  of  seed  to 
be  sown  should  be 
governed  according 
to  the  thickness  of 
the  old  grass.  After 
sowing',  cross  rake 
lightly  and  when 
possible  roll  the 
ground  well  in  or- 
der to  pack  the  soil 
firmly  around  seed. 

NEW  LAWNS.— 

In  grading  and 
leveling  new  lawns, 
much  care  should  be 
taken  to  so  arrange 
for  the  original  soil 
to  be  put  on  top 
after  the  leveling  is 
done,  as  it  takes 
fertile  soil  to  pro- 
duce good  lawns. 
Distribute  the  seed 
evenly  and  sow  at 
the  rate  of  one 
pound  to  every  400 
square  feet.
